ITS GENESIS AND HISTORY

VALE PRO TEMPORE 


It was our intention to continue the History of the 
Society of the Atonement from the events of the last 
chapter, namely, the Corporate Submission of the 
Society to the jurisdiction of the Holy See to cover 
the twenty-six years which have passed since then; 
but, owing to: the passing of the Mother General, 
Lurana Mary Francis, it has been thought best to dis- 
continue the history and to publish serially in THE 
Lamp the life of the Mother Foundress, which, as it 
proceeds, will cover much of the period that would 
be involved in future chapters of the Society’s history. 

We intend, however, to issue in book form the 
History of the Society as it has been published in THE 
Lamp, adding those additional chapters which were 
contained in the Historical Number of the Graymoor- 
ian, issued three years ago, so that our readers will not 
be disappointed. Orders for the new book can be sent 
to us at once in advance of the forthcoming edition.

In this Farewell-for-a-Time, however, there are cer- 
tain statistics which it occurs to us to put on record. 
The number that were corporately received into the 
Catholic Church at Graymoor on October 30, 1909, was 
SEVENTEEN. This number multiplied by nine, the square 
of the Trinity, makes 153, the number of the fish con- 
tained in Peter’s net when it was drawn to the shores 
of the Sea of Galilee after the Resurrection of Our 
Lord, and which have generally been understood to 
represent mystically the number of the elect. 

Another coincidence. The Union-That-Nothing-Be- 
Lost is based upon the miracle of the five barley loaves 
and two small fishes, Our Lord commanding His 
Apostles to gather up the fragments that remained over 
and above after the multitude had eaten, “that nothing 


be lost.’ It is interesting to note that there were two 
Friars received that day, the Father Founder and one 
Lay Brother. These might represent the two small 
fishes. The Community of Sisters numbered five, the 
Mother General, two professed Sisters and two novices. 
These might be likened to the five barley loaves. A\l- 
ready a considerable multiplication of these units has 
taken place in the growth of the First and Second Con- 
gregations of the Society of the Atonement. But this 
increase is small in comparison with the growth which, 
we believe, will speedily follow the death of the 
Mother Foundress. 

Here are the names of the original SEVENTEEN: Paul 
James Francis, S.A., Father Founder; Anthony Paul 
Wallerstein, S.A., lay brother and sole companion of 
the Father Founder; Reverend Mother Lurana Mary 
Francis, S.A., joint Co-founder; Sister Amelia Francis, 
S.A., Sister Edith Francis, S.A., Sister Clara Paulucci, 
novice; Sister Mary Isabel Pike, novice; Florence 
Elliot Locke, then a secular Tertiary living in Brook- 
lyn, now for many years Sr. Mary Francis, S.A., Mary 
Margaret Cree, Tertiary Sister, now deceased. Ernest 
John Prior and Emma Louise, his wife, also Mallam 
and David Prior, their sons. Edward Ignatius Baker, 
T.S.A., Elizabeth Monica Gibson, T.S.A. Marie Irene 
Venard and Miriam Irene Joseph, children living with 
the Sisters, the latter has been a Professed Sister for 
twenty years, Sister Gabriel, S.A. 

The First Congregation of the Society of the Atone- 
ment has grown from its two members in 1909 until 
today there are sixteen priests and five deacons, thirty- 
four Friar Clerics in Philosophy or Theology, six 
Professed Brothers, seven Novice Clerics, five Lay 
Brothers and four Postulants. There are forty-nine

The Catholic Hierarchy Issue Statement on 


Mexican Persecution 


The following statement on Mexico was issued on 
May 2nd by the Administrative Committee of the 
National Catholic Welfare Conference at the con- 
clusion of a two-day meeting held in Washington. 
The Archbishop and Bishops attending the Adminis- 
trative Committee meeting were: 

Archbishop John T. McNicholas, O.P., of Cincin- 
nati; Archbishop John Gregory Murray of St. Paul, 
Minn.; Arhbishop Edward Mooney, Bishop of Roches- 
ter, N. Y.; Bishop Thomas F. Lillis of Kansas City, 
Mo.; Bishop Hugh C. Boyle of Pittsburgh, Pa.; 
Bishop John F. Noll of Fort Wayne, Ind.; Bishop John 
B. Peterson of Manchester, N. H.; Bishop Edwin V. 
O’Hara of Great Falls, Mont.; Bishop Emmet M. 
Walsh of Charleston, S. C.; Bishop Francis P. Keough 
of Providence, R. I. and Bishop John A. Duffy of 
Syracuse, N. Y. 


“We wish to extend our gratitude to our fellow 
Bishops in the United States: to the vast number of 
Catholic citizens: to our non-Catholic citizens, for the 
public expression of their earnest protests against the 
persecution of religion in Mexico by the present Mex- 
ican Government and its denial both to its own citizens 
and the citizens of other nations of the right of reli- 
gious worship. 

“The Administrative Committee, National Catholic 
Welfare Conference, in line with the charge given it 
at the general meeting of the Bishops of the United 
States, has asked of our honored President and the of- 
ficial members of the present Federal Administration 
that in justice to our own country, and in support of 
the principle of freedom of religious worship, our 
Government make representations to the Government 
of Mexico against not only its denial but its persecu- 
tion of religion. 

“The Bishops of the United States in their pastoral 
letter of 1926, and again in their statement of last 
November, declared: ‘What we have written is no 
interposition of our influence either as Bishops or as 
citizens to reach those who possess political power 
anywhere on earth, and least of all in our own coun- 
try, to the end that they should intervene with armed 
force in the internal affairs of Mexico for the protec- 
tion of the Church.’ 

“The Government of Mexico is carrying out a vast 
propaganda in this country to the effect that there is 
on religious persecution in Mexico. Thousands of 
closed churches in which religious worship is prohibited 
are silent but convincing evidences to the contrary. 
In 14 out of 32 states of Mexico no minister of reli- 
gion is permitted to function. The vast majority of 
the citizens of Mexico are deprived of the rights of 
liberty of education; forced to accept, under savage 
penalties, what an atheistic government imposes on 


them and their children. Government spies ferret out, 
torture, and even put to death, those who in conscience 
resent such tyranny. The faithful of Mexico are giv- 
ing to the world an example of heroic martyrdom, for 
conscience sake. With a brutality seldom exceeded 
in all human history, the present Administration of 
Mexico is deliberately, ruthlessly, pursuing a policy 
whereby all religion, and consequently all true free- 
dom, will be destroyed. 

“The Administration of Mexico realizes if the facts 
were known its conduct would be repudiated by the 
people of the United States. Therefore, through subtle 
propaganda it cloaks the facts. It radios here the 
natural beauties of the country: it invites tourists from 
the United States; it window-dresses its principal 
centers, allows a church or two to be open, and gives 
the tourist the impression there is no religious persecu- 
tion in Mexico. All these in their measure deceive the 
people of the United States and intensify the force of 
communistic anti-religious propaganda in our country 
at a critical period. 

“The present Revolutionary Government of Mexico 
was recognized by the United States—October 19, 1915 
—on condition, and on Mexico’s own given word, that 
freedom of religious worship would be guaranteed by 
Mexico to her own citizens. 

“We ask that our Government be consistent and live 
up to its own set policy. We ask our Government to 
defend before its own people the principles upon which 
our Government is founded. The traditional policy of 
our Government does not permit it to remain silent at 
the present moment and in the present crisis. We may 
not interfere with the internal affairs of another nation. 
But freedom of conscience, freedom of religious wor- 
ship, freedom of education, are principles on which, 
even for the sake of the least-gifted of humanity, our 
Government was never silent. Good will to neighbor- 
ing nations means good will to the people and the rights 
of those peoples, as well as to the particular adminis- 
tration that is ruling them. Persecution does not cease 
to be persecution when invested with the dignity of 
constitutional or statute law. : 

“We know, as all the world knows, that an en- 
trenched minority can hold and control an enormous 
population. Such is the condition that rules today in 
Mexico. The great majority of its people is practically 
held in captivity by its government. 

“We, the Administrative Committee, National Catho- 
lic Welfare Conference, will further spread the knowl- 
edge of the facts with regard to Mexico at the present 
time. We will continue to urge our people to express 
individually and corporately their petition to our Gov- 
ernment that, in the role of the good neighbor, it use 
its good offices with the Mexican Government to re- 
store religious liberty to its fifteen million citizens.”

PLUTARCO ELIAS CALLES 
Bolshevik Dictator of Mexico 


Translated from the Spanish of Francisco Gomez

Epitor’s Note: We herewith resume the story of 
the life of Calles, the Arch-enemy and Persecutor of 
the Catholic Church in Mexico. The previous chapter 
appeared in the February issue of THE Lamp. 


PART IL: 


The civilized world, contemplating with horror the 
official crimes that are being committed in the Repub- 
lic of Mexico, naturally asks, “How could a man like 
Calles with such a past be elected President>’ * 


The explanation is quite simple. Since the revolu- 
tionary movement gripped the unfortunate country— 
thanks to unlimited aid from the White House and to 
the latter’s unbroken friendship with the revolutionary 
leaders—the Mexican people have been under the 
iniquitous rule of a Praetorian oligarchy. Practically 
speaking, there are no elections, for although there is 
staged an electoral farce, the governors of states, the 


Obregon should desire to resume power. Obregon 
found his man in the person of Plutarco Elias Calles, 
one whom the people profoundly abhorred. The of- 
ficial machinery was set in motion, servile deputies 
and docile governors of all the States were nominated, 
so that when election came around the electors had no 
chance of making their real will effective. 


At this juncture Don Adolfo de la Huerta presented 
himself as a Presidential candidate, but from the first 
he was made to realize that here was no democratic 
contest, but a barefaced imposition. De la Huerta 
resolved to oppose this fraud by force of arms. There 
is not the slightest reason to doubt that de la Huerta 
would have triumphed but for the intervention of 
White House functionaries. They took steps to have 
Obregon supplied with munitions of war, while all 
sources of supplies were cut off from de la Huerta. 

The rebellion suppressed, Calles was assured of the 
Presidency. Not to Obregon alone did Calles owe his 
election but to the Government of the United States, 
very decided and consistent friend of this brace of 
Mexican bandits. 


In such a manner, a man who richly deserved to 
spend the rest of his life in prison, expiating his un- 
speakable crimes, is elevated to the presidency, only 
to become the chief executioner of the Mexican people. 
Obregon ceded his authority joyfully and with every 
mark of affection for Calles. ‘“Take good care of the 


deputies, the senators 
and especially the Presi- 
dent no longer owe their 
appointment to popular 
election. The leaders of 
the revolutionary tyranny 
designate beforehand all 
those to whom it be- 
hooves them to support, 
in order to cover up their 
infamies, and these 
chosen ones inevitably 
emerge victorious in the 
farcical election cau- 
cuses. The people are 
now so thoroughly aware 
of this fact that nothing 
will induce them to take 
a hand in Mexico’s poli- 
tical games of chess. 
They have grown tired 
of being made a butt for 
jest and sarcasm by the 
professional politicians. 
As the end of his 
presidential term drew 
near, Obregon cast about 
for a possible successor ; 
he sought for one suf- 
ficiently loyal to be 
trusted with power, yet 
such a one as would not 
refuse to vacate the 
presidential chair when

MEXICO, RUSSIA AND THE LEAGUE 


OF NATIONS 


A proposal that the members of the League of Na- 
tions should be called upon to adhere to a Declaration 
of Rights affirming the minimum rights of human be- 
ings, is made editorially by the Universe of London, 
backing a suggestion made at the League Assembly some 
time ago by President de Valera of the Irish Free State. 

The point is made that both Mexico and Russia each 
committed to an anti-God policy, are now members of 
the League Council, the governing body of the League, 
and that the League is bound by many treaties to protect 
freedom of worship. 

Mr. de Valera’s proposal as quoted by the Universe 
was that the declaration of rights should lay down the 
minimum of rights of human beings, including the right 
of association for religious purposes, and of bringing up 
children in their faith and traditions, which all States 
members would agree to respect. 

The paper proposes that this should be pressed to a 
vote. 

“It is, to say the least,” says the Universe, “an an- 
omaly that the League which depends upon Christian 
support, should in part consist of governments which 
not only deny, Christianity, but wage war upon the very 
conception of God. Out of the 55 States members of 
the League there are (if we except Germany, the ab- 
sentee member, which hovers between the toleration of 
Christianity and the erection of a new form of national 
idolatry) two states only which are officially committed 
to this odious campaign—Mexico and Soviet Russia.” 





throne for me,” was his 
facetious remark to his 
successor ! 


THE PERSECUTION 


Scarcely had Calles 
assumed power when he 
essayed to impress the 
whole country with 
honorable administrative 
labors; he had good rea- 
son to féar that the 
people would remember 
him as the swindler and 
bartender of earlier days. 
For a brief moment the 
people thought the well- 
known “Hero” of the 
saloon of Guaymas had 
become transformed into 
a statesman. Very soon 
the rascal showed him- 
self in his true colors. 

Calles had attempted 
to prove that the reli- 
gious persecution in 
Mexico was the result of 
the Rebellion of the 
clergy; the real truth of 
the matter is that Calles 
planned his savagery in 
advance, and patiently 
prepared his villainous 
program. Tejeda, Secre- 
tary of State in Calles’ 
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Administration, has made this fact perfectly clear; he 
did not realize, when he spoke, how his words would 
serve history. “The most delicate and transcendental 
problem which confronted General Calles was, without 
doubt, the religious question, because it affected the 
future of the country, and for this reason it was care- 
fully thought out beforehand.’ Calles, nevertheless, 
made the following declaration when about to launch 
his campaign of persecution: 

» “The Federal Government did not forget, absorbed 
completely as was its attention by the prodigious 
problem of administra- 
tion. ... it did not forget, 
I say, the eternal enemy, 
the clerical evil in Mex- 
ico, both Mexican and 
foreign ... when the 
head of the Catholic 
Church in Mexico, on the 
last anniversary of the 
Federal Constitution, 
brought forward an old 
document in which the 
heads of the Mexican 
clergy repudiated and 
would not recognize the 
Constitution of the Re- 
public.” The “old docu- 
ment’ referred to was a 
protest of the Episcopate 
against those laws to be 
found in the Constitution 
which denied freedom of 
conscience. It is easy to 
realize how difficult it 
would be for the former 
swindler and border rob- 
ber, the habitue of un- 
speakable gambling 
houses to abandon his 
vicious habits. Long be- 
fore he became Presi- 
dent, Calles carried in his 
pocket a program of 
religious persecution 
planned in advance. 


BLOOD-THIRSTY 


Religious persecution 
has been fierce from the 
beginning but never at- 
tained such proportions 
as under Plutarco Calles. 
“Maestro Mechas” and “Santanon,” who hanged his 
victims from lamp-posts, and martyred innocent school 
children, now gave the world an exhibition of blood- 
thirsty barbarity. Even though he has willed to place 
the responsibility on his executives, Calles himself 
has been the real author of those martyrdoms. Space 
permits merely a bare narration of the crimes com- 
mitted against the Catholic clergy and the laity. We 
are forced to confine ourselves to a brief mention of 
just a few incidents. 





Calles, the Instigator of the Persecution of 
Religion in Mexico, 
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Calles circularized all the military leaders and Gov- 
ernors of the various states—each one of these was a 
confirmed demagogue and a tool in the hands of the 
tyrant —threatening dire punishment unless they 
promptly seconded what he called “a definite solu- 
tion of the religious problem”; this has been a really 
deliberate attempt to exterminate the Catholic Church 
in Mexico. The chiefs of the revolutionary hordes 
who hold high command today in what they style 
“The Army,’ embraced with pleasure the stimulating 
order of their leader; incited by the Masonic Lodges 
they promptly put in 
motion the bestial and 
sanguinary plans of the 
ex - bartender, President 
Calles. 


In Puebla the first vic- 
tim fell. Don Jose Garcia 
Farfan was an old and 
highly respected citizen: 
through consistent indus- 
try he managed a small 
store very successfully. 
On a sideboard in his 
store he had placed a 
card with the motto: 
“God never dies!’”’ Gen- 
eral Amaya, chief mili- 
tary officer in Puebla, ac- 
costed the old man, and 
bade him remove this 
motto. The old man 
replied that he wasn’t 
conscious of any crim- 
inal act in putting up 
this sign: he felt he was 
simply doing a good 
deed. The corpulent gen- 
eral, a man of vile dis- 
position, struck Farfan a 
cowardly blow. The old 
man promptly repelled 
this attack and carried 
on by a perfectly legiti- 
mate desire to defend 
himself, fired a shot at 
the general, merely 
wounding the latter’s 
hand. Farfan was _ ar- 
rested and brought to the 
military’ barracks and 
detained while General 
Calles was _ consulted. 
“Kill him at once,” was 
the order of the Black Czar.

From a eee Watch Tower

The Catholic heart of England 
thrilled with joy and thanksgiving 
when it became known that Blessed 
Thomas More and Blessed John 
Fisher would be raised to the altars 
of the Church in May, when the 
Holy Father will sing Mass at the 
canonization on the 17th of the 
month. Arrangements have already 
been made for a great pilgrimage to 
Rome on that occasion, in which 
most of our archbishops and 
bishops will take part. A culminat- 
ing act of thanksgiving will take 
place in July, the 400th anniversary 
of the martyrdom of the two Eng- 
lish martyrs, when the Knights of 
St. Columba will go on pilgrimage 
to Canterbury, which cathedral city 
has intimate associations with the 
two newly proclaimed saints. Sir 
Thomas More is particularly dear 
to our hearts, and he also appeals 
to the imagination of Londoners in 
general, for the great English Lord 
Chancellor was a Londoner born 
and bred—what we call “a 
Cockney,” in fact. A convent now 
occupies part of the site of his 
Chelsea garden. It is a fact signif- 
icant of the second Spring that this 
will be the first canonization of 
Englishmen to take place since 
several years before the Reforma- 
tion. There are at least two other 
widely supported candidates for the 
honors of the altar—Matt Talbot, 
Irish laborer, and Margaret Sinclair, 
Scottish schoolmistress. 


* * 


No convert of recent years 
arouses so much interest outside the 
Church as Dr. Orchard, for many 
years famous as the pastor of the 
King’s Weigh House Chapel, Lon- 
don, an independent Protestant 
place of worship where extreme 
ritual was observed. His condi- 
tional ordination awaits the appoint- 
ment of the new Archbishop of 
Canterbury—“conditional” because 
it is said that Dr. Orchard received 
orders from an “Old Catholic’ 
Bishop (one of the small number 
who left the Church on a matter of 
controversy at the last meeting of 
the Vatican Council). The other 





day Dr. Orchard made his first ap- 
pearance on a public platform 
since his submission to Rome, hav- 
ing been advertised to speak at a 
meeting of the Westminster branch 
of the Catholic Evidence Guild. The 
hall where he spoke holds 250 
people—over 500 had been crowded 
into it when the lecturer arrived, 
and there were 1,000 waiting out- 
side! 

Potent with splendid possibilities 
is this new convert whose approach 
to the problem or problems of con- 
version is an asset of great value, 
which some priests, born in the 
Faith would do well to study. The 
key to Dr. Orchard’s method of ap- 
proach will be found in these pas- 
sages: “It might seem that on 
insisting on our right to be recog- 
nized as the One, True Church, we 
were being unbrotherly and _ ar- 
rogant. But I have been on the 
other side of the fence so long that 
I know well how to regard that mis- 
taken idea. 

“For a number of years past I 
have been beseeching my fellow 
Christians on the other side of that 
same ‘fence’ to get rid of the notion 
that Catholics are insincere and 
unduly prejudiced against them.” 
Then comes a very pregnant state- 
ment, suggesting the lines of his 
future apostolate: “Now it seems 
that for the remainder of my life I 
must spend my energies in showing 
my Catholic brethren that there are 
many thousands of God-fearing, 
Christ-loving people in this country 
who do not as yet belong to the 
Catholic Church. 

“But I do believe that these 
belong to the soul of the Church. 


And for myself as soon as I learnt 
that doctrine which the Catholic 
Church holds as to the ‘Soul of the 
Church,’ my own feet moved very 
swiftly towards the Church.” 

* * * * 

Dr. W. J. Donovan, a London 
Catholic Member of Parliament, re- 
cently made the religious persecu- 
tion in Mexico the subject of an 
inquiry in the House of Commons. 
He wanted to know what were the 
facilities for public religious wor- 
ship available for English subjects 
living in Mexico. Sir John Simon 
promised to make inquiries of the 
British Minister resident in Mexico 
City. At a later date the Foreign 
Secretary gave information as to the 
position of church property as gov- 
erned by Article 27, II. of the Mex- 
ican Constitution. Dr. Donovan 
succeeded in calling attention to the 
shame of Mexico in the High Court 
of Parliament. About the same 
time, the enterprising Catholic Eng- 
lish newspaper The Universe pub- 
lished a long and vigorous reply to 
a disclaimer which Senor L. Andreu 
Almazan, the Mexican Minister in 
London, who had written to the 
Times to say that he had not heard 
of the persecution of the Church in 
his country. The Mexican Minister 
denied that 300 priests have been 
killed by the Mexican Government. 
The Universe gave a formidable 
catalog of the facts. Meantime Dr. 
Donovan, in the House of Com- 
mons has given notice of the fol- 
lowing question: “To ask the 
Secretary of State for Foreign Af- 
fairs, if the laws relating to organ- 
ized religion in Mexico have been 
brought by his department to the 
notice of the League of Nations’”— 
to the council of which Mexico 
belongs. 

* * * x 


Students of the English secular 
press, and I speak as a lifelong 
journalist, have noticed that the 
news editors have almost awakened 
to the news value of Catholic ac- 
tivities of major importance. The 
time was, and that was not very 
long ago, when the greatest events 
were dismissed in inconspicuous 
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paragraphs, as much as to say it 
really did not matter a dime what 
happened amongst the “adherents 
of a foreign religion.” Within the 
last year two events in particular 
have been splashed by the daily 
papers, the first national pilgrimage 
to the shrine of Our Lady of Wal- 
singham since the Reformation and 
the death and burial of the late Car- 
dinal Archbishop of Westminster. 
Adequate reports accompanied with 
very numerous pictures were given 
of both events. The Photo Agencies 
in particular are alive to “the pic- 
turesque material” provided by 
Catholic processions, and so on, and 
are now well on the spot at the pub- 
lic demonstrations of faith in Lon- 
don. English newspaper men with 
religious affiliations are generally 
Catholics.

On a cold, bleak afternoon the 








other day I stood on the site of the 
vast new cathedral that is to be 
erected on Brownlow Hill, Liver- 
pool, and was amazed at its extent. 
The walls of the Blessed Sacrament 
Chapel are already going up in a 
corner of the site. Taken by itself 
this chapel would be a good sized 
church if placed anywhere else, but 
seen in relation to the vast site, it 
looks quite insignificant.

Twenty 
thousand people welcomed him 
home, sixteen thousand dollars were 
given him for his new cathedral, 
and the Labor Lord Mayor of Liver- 
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pool gave a reception in his honor.

NO AGREEMENT ON DOGMA AND MORALS 
AMONG PROTESTANTS 


Nicholas Murray Butler said many good things about 
religious education in his Annual Report to the Trustees 
of Columbia University. Here are some of his points: 


“The Government’s indifference to religion must not 
be allowed to become opposition to religion.” “The 
primary influences in the religious education of chil- 
dren should be the family and the Church.” 


“The family, unhappily, has largely broken down 
as a shaping and directing educational force.” He 
might have added that the break down of the family 
has been due in great part 
to divorce, birth control and 
other immoral practices 
which destroy religion and 
which are very often up- 
held by certain Protestant 
Churches. 


“The Church,” he says, 
“as represented by the Prot- 
estant Church at least, de- 
spite various statistical 
statements, is falling fur- 
ther and further behind, 
year by year, in the effec- 
tiveness of religious instruc- 
tion.” Even members of 
the same sect have no 
common agreement on dog- 
mas and the precepts of 
the moral law, and the 
minister, in order not to 
offend his congregation, 
must skip religion and talk 
on prohibition, politics or 
economic questions. 


Catholic Bigotry? 


By ARNOLD LuNN 


EpiTor’s Note: The article which follows is in point 
of fact, a letter sent through the post by this recent 
distinguished convert to the Catholic Church. Mr. 
Lunn shatters the charge of “Catholic Bigotry” by an 
appeal to the forces of logic and authority. 


Thank you for your letter. I was hoping that you 
were approaching a decision, and I am delighted to 
learn that you are convinced by the Catholic argu- 
ments and that only one fence remains to be crossed, 
the fence labelled ‘‘Catholic Bigotry.” Here, I think, 
we touch the very nerve of the quarrel between the 
Church and the world, the quarrel which, as I hope to 
persuade you, owes its origin to a misunderstanding. 

Our great difficulty is that we can never persuade 
our opponents to examine and to concentrate on our 
Catholic premise. Most of them are much too busy 
trying to prove a proposition which we do not dispute, 
the proposition that the Catholic conclusions cannot 
be deduced from non-Catholic premises. 


The Catholic Premise 

The Catholic premise is that God speaks through 
His Church, and that it is for our belief. The argu- 
ments whereby the Catholic premise is defended are 
metaphysical and historical The man who accepts 
the Catholic view of the evidence may be mistaken, 
just as a man might be mistaken who accepts one 
particular view on the authorship of a disputed play 
attributed to Shakespeare. But in neither case is the 
verdict determined by a man’s views on toleration. 
Many tolerant people 
have accepted the Catho- 
lic premise, and many in- 
tolerant fanatics have re- 
jected it. 

A man is not necessar- 
ily a bigot because he 
believes that Christ 
founded one Church, or 
that when Christ talked 


about the Church he

The Irrelevance of Bigotry 


Englishmen have an ingrained distrust of logic, and 
even those who are ready to concede that a man need 
be neither a fool nor a fanatic because he accepts the 
Catholic premise, are most indignant when he draws 
logical conclusions from that premise. Our friends do 
not mind the Catholic maintaining, as an academic . 
proposition, that the Church of Rome is the Church 
which Christ founded, but they think it horribly snob- 
bish of us when we act as if we really believed that 
the Church is the living voice of Christ, and, as such, 
must differ from all other churches just as Christ dif- 
fered from all other men. 


Clearly, if the Church is a divine institution, we 
can no more meet other churches on terms of equality 
at reunion conferences then God could treat with man. 
If the Catholic premise is right, the Catholic attitude 
is right, and if the Catholic premise is wrong, the 
Catholic attitude is wrong. It is therefore absurd to 
import into a discussion of the Catholic premise, a 
question to be decided by our views of the evidence, 
irrelevant and emotional accusations of bigotry and 
fanaticism. 

Those who flatter themselves on their tolerance 
should be prepared to tolerate those who believe that 
their Church is unique, just as the Incarnation is 
unique. Those who culti- 
vate the open mind should 
have an open mind on the 
possibility that an open 
mind may be impossible 
where God has spoken. 
The liberalism of liberal 
Christians should be lib- 
eral enough to make al- 
lowances for those who 
reject liberal Christianity. 
The wide-minded charity 
the broad-minded 
should be broad-minded 
enough to include those 
who distrust breadth with- 
cut depth. 

The Church, though in- 
tolerant of heresy, is not 
necessarily intolerant of 
heretics. The Catholic 
need not be grudging in 
; his admiration, not only 
for individual heretics, 
but also for great revival 
movements outside the 
Church, such as the Evan-

gelical movement of the eighteenth century and the 
Oxford Movement of the nineteenth. The Catholic 
believes that Churches and revival movements are 
vital in proportion to the Catholic doctrine which they 
retain, and decay in proportion to the heresy which 
infects them. And the Catholic feels that the Catholic 
intolerance of heresy is fully justified by the history 
of heretical Churches. 


The churches which reject the authority of Rome 
have no protection against the gradual erosion of sound 
Catholic doctrine. Continental Protestantism is de- 
generating into emotional theism; Modernism has in 
recent years made tremendous inroads into English 
Protestantism. There seems to be no escape from the 
inevitable conclusion of all schismatic movements. 


Those who reject infallibility have taken the first 
step along a road which inevitably leads to the rejec- 
tion of the Incarnation. Doctrine obeys Gresham’s 
Law, for bad doctrine drives out good, and nothing can 
check debasement of currency among those who have 
gone off the Gold Standard of authority. 


“Return” or “Reunion” 


If there be no divine authority to safeguard doc- 
trine, no doubt the Round Table Conference is a 
reasonable method of arriving—not at truth—but at a 
working compromise acceptable to all parties. But 
the refusal of Catholics to send delegates to such con- 
ferences is evidence, not of Catholic arrogance, but of 
Catholic logic. It is, indeed, naive to expect the Catho- 
lic to deny his past. The Methodist refuses to reunite 
with Anglicans on a basis of reordination, for he will 
take no step which implies that the Methodist ministry 
is invalid, but Methodists would be much surprised if 
they were accused of arrogance and intolerance be- 
cause they refused to deny their past, and because 
they insist on drawing logical conclusions from the 
Methodist premise. 


It is, therefore, rather artless of non-Catholics to 
expect the Catholic to surrender the very basis of his 
position. The Catholic who is prepared to discuss 
“Reunion” is, in effect admitting that the undivided 
Church has been divided. On accidentals such as the 
vernacular liturgy, the Church would be prepared to 
make concessions, but negotiations would have to be 
conducted on the basis of “Return” rather than “Re- 
union. 


It is characteristic of our middle-minded age that we 
habitually confuse two entirely different questions, 
tolerance of error, which is wrong, and tolerance of 
men who are in error, which is usually right. “Love 
men, hate errors,” said St. Augustine, and had ecclesi- 
astics always been guided by this principle, one great 
source of prejudice against the Church would never 
have existed. It is, however, as inconceivable that 
the hierarchy, even if they had the power, should re- 
introduce the execution of heretics, as that a British 
Government would revive the death penalty for petty 
theft. 


The Church, like her divine Master, is intolerant of 
sin, and compassionate to the sinner, uncompromising 
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in her hostility to heresy, but ready to make every 
allowance for the individual heretic. 

But the cult of the open mind is the last and most 
foolish of modern superstitions. An open scent bot- 
tle loses its scent. An open mind is often a vacant 
mind. There is great virtue in corks. 


CATHOLIC GAINS IN ENGLAND 


British intellectuals are embracing Catholicism in 
greater numbers than at any time since the Oxford 
movement of a century ago, the Very Rev. Martin 
Cyril D’Arcy, S.J., Master of Campion Hall, Oxford, 
and a leading scholar of the Church, declared in an 
interview on his arrival in New York early last month. 
Father D’Arcy is visiting the United States on a lec- 
ture tour. 

The present wave of conversion, he said, has been 
given an impetus by a growing réalization that England 
must choose between communism and Catholicism. 
But Father D’Arcy holds no fear of an impending Com- 
munist revolution. 

In England, according to the priest, intellectuals 
have thrown agnosticism overboard and are “casting 
their eyes with longing to that age-long institution of 
the Catholic Church.” 

’ “They see in it a safeguard against barbarism,” he 
said. “The war and economic depression have brought 
a great sense of reality. There is a new realization of 
the value and wisdom of the church. 

“The culture of the west is bound up with the teach- 
ing of the age-long Christian faith. If that goes we 
shall again revert to the life of the jungle.”

students in St. John’s Preparatory College, Graymoor, 
who intend to enter the Congregation as clerics as soon 
as their preparatory studies are completed. 

Besides the Motherhouse of the Congregation on the 
Mount of the Atonement, there is the Atonement Semi- 
nary of the Holy Ghost, commonly called “The Vine- 
yard” at Washington, affiliated with the Catholic Uni- 
versity, houses of the Friars in Hereford, and Lub- 
bock, Texas; Smoky Lake, Alberta, Canada; Van- 
couver, British Columbia, and Steveston, on Lulu 
Island, near Vancouver. Tertiary Brothers, living in 
community with the Franciscan Friars of the Atone- 
ment, are fourteen in number. 

The Sisters of the Atonement now have 112 Pro- 
fessed Sisters, 12 Novices, 9 Postulants and 2 Oblates. 
There are also attached to the Motherhouse, Graymoor, 
9 Tertiary Sisters. The Branch Houses of the Sisters 
of the Atonement now number 18, twelve in the United 
States, four in Canada, one in Italy (Assisi) and one 
in Ireland. Another house in the United States will 
be established next month. 

The members of the Third Congregation, living as 
seculars in the world, number one thousand. 

Associated with the Society of the Atonement are 
two flourishing organizations, the Rosary League of 
Our Lady of the Atonement and the Union-That- 
Nothing-Be-Lost, with an enrolled membership of one 
hundred thousand. 





A great deal of interest and discus- 
sion was aroused in this country and 
abroad by an address made by Dr. Vil- 
hjalmur Stefansson, Arctic explorer, at 
a recent meeting of the Pennsylvania 


Historical Association in Pittsburg, 
wherein he claimed that the Irish dis- 
covered America six or seven centuries 
before the voyage of Christopher Co- 
lumbus in 1492. 


“We'll probably never know the 
name of the man who discovered 
America,” he added, “but we may be 
positive he was an Irishman.” 


Dr. Stefansson described a paper 
written by an Irish monk in 820 A. D. 
telling of colonization of Iceland by 
the Irish at that time, and that the 
Pope in 1126 made Greenland a sep- 
arate bishopric, which had an un- 
broken line of Bishops until 1528. 


For the past few years the move- 
ment to suspend all business on Good 
Friday in observance of the Sacred 
Passion and Death of Our Lord has 
been gaining momentum throughout 
the United States. This year a note- 
worthy incident in connection with the 
fitting observance of the day was the 
issuance of a proclamation by the 
Mayor of Corpus Christi, Texas at the 
instigation of a Jew, Mr. Joe Simon, 
Commissioner of Streets and Parks. 


Mr. Simon, president of a furniture 
company, offered the following reso- 
lution to his fellow commissioners: 


“In keeping with the Jeffersonian 
principles embodied in our Constitu- 
tion, and because I believe every man 
should practice his religion according 
to the dictates of his own conscience, 
and because J further believe that 
every man should respect the religious 
beliefs of his neighbor, and because, 





too, of the discoverers of our city and 
the beautiful name it bears, Corpus 
Christi, which as you well know means 
‘Body of Christ, and because a city 
bearing such a name should give ex- 
ample to our country and to the world 
in the spirit of religious toleration, I, 
Joe Simon, of the Jewish faith, do re- 
spectfully request that my fellow com- 
missioners join me in requesting the 
Mayor to issue a proclamation, as- 
serting that people of all faiths ap- 
proved a period of pious meditation 
for the Christians of Corpus Christi in 
“memory of the Sacred Atonement.” 


Both resolution and proclamation 
were approved by the commissioners, 
and the Mayor issued the latter at 
once. 


Add to the list of educational foibies 
as noted by the Cleveland Press: “A 
Madison (Wis.) vocational school has 
started a new course in conversation 
and salesmanship for barbers. Instead 
of a customer dropping in for a haircut 
or a shave, he will have to have an ap- 
pointment for a ‘specialized consulta- 
tion.’ The pupils are assigned home 
work and must learn of psychology 
and rhetoric. Some of them may even 
learn how to cut hair.” 





After fifty years of experience in 
court work, Judge Joseph David of 
Chicago, in a recent interview, ex- 
pressed the opinion that ninety-nine 
per cent of all divorces granted in that 
State and most of those granted in 
other States, are the result of lying, 
faking, cheating and gyping. Asked 
for a remedy, the Judge referred to a 
rule of the Catholic Church and sug- 
gested that such a rule if enacted into 
the general law of the land would be a 


help in reducing the divorce cases. He 
said: “The Catholic Church requires a 
public notice, in the church, of intent 
to marry three weeks before the cere- 
mony. That’s a wise idea. It gives 
those puppy love chisellers a chance to 
back out. I suggest that three weeks 
advance notice be given by every bride 
and groom intending to marry.” 





A seven-acre farm near Ysleta,. 
Texas, has been operated continuously 
since 1540, census enumerators have 
discovered. It is believed to be the 
oldest such farm in the United States. 

The farm is owned and operated by 
the Franciscan Fathers. It was estab- 
lished in 1540 by the Franciscans, who 
came to the New World with Coro- 
nado, and in 1550 the tract, which now 
consists of seven acres, was granted 
to the church by the King of Spain, 

Part of the tract is occupied by the 
Old Mission Church, erected soon after 
the arrival of the missionaries, 





The recent death of Justice Oliver 
Wendell Holmes brought to light the 
fact that between him and the late 
Canon Sheehan, the gifted priest, 
author of “My New Curate” and other 
loved books, there existed a warm per- 
sonal friendship. The scholarly jurist 
and the priest-author’ met at Done- 
raile castle, and during the 10 years 
thereafter the jurist made three trips 
to Ireland to visit the modest, selt- 
effacing priest who was a poet and 
novelist of world-wide fame. 





Plans to celebrate the centenary of 
the birth of the Saintly Pope Pius X 
are being zealously pushed forward. 
The exact date of the centenary will 
be June 2, 1935, but numerous com- 
memorative functions are to be held in 
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Rome before and after that date. His 
Holiness Pope Pius XI has given his 
august approval of the noble project. 


A very notable link in the history of 
the Catholic Church in England was 
broken by the unexpected death on 
March 13th of Most Rev. Francis Jos- 
eph Vaughan, Bishop of Menevia, and 
the last of a succession of Vaughan 
Bishops who had been serving the 
Church almost continuously since 
1852. The line began with William 
Vaughan, who was Bishop of Plymouth 
from 1855 till 1902. Others 
were Cardinal Vaughan, who 
was a Bishop from 1872 to 
1903; Archbishop Roger Vaugh- 
an of Sydney, Australia, and 
John Vaughan, who was Titu- 
lar Bishop of Sebastopolis from 
1909 to 1925. 

The year after Bishop John 
Vaughan’s death, Francis 
Vaughan, his nephew, became 
Bishop of Menevia, a diocese 
which takes in the whole of 
the principality of Wales ex- 
cept the County of Glamorgan- 
shire, and is the only diocese in 
either England or Wales which 
preserves its pre-Reformation 


name. 
The Vaughan family has for 
several generations been fa- 


mous for its vocations to the 
priesthood. In one generation 
there were a Cardinal, an 
Archbishop, and a Bishop, be- 
sides the famous Jesuit preach- 


er, the late Father Bernard 
Vaughan. 
The late Bishop Francis 


Vaughan had all these noted 
Churchmen as his uncles, and 
ere were several nuns among 
his aunts. His mother, Caro- 
line Ruth Pope, is the daughter 
of Charles Alexander Pope of 
Strmlouisn = lo, | Where -is\ a 
brother in the priesthood in the 
present generation. He is the Rev. 
Dr. Hubert Vaughan, founder of the 
Catholic Missionary Society and for 
many years its superior. He retired 
only last year owing to failing health.

Following in the wake of Indiana’s 
enlightened legislation with regard to 
free text books for those attending 
parochial schools, Texas has joined the 
ranks of commonwealths that seek to 
do justice to all their citizens. The 
Texas State Senate, by a vote 
of 29 to 0, has adopted a reso- 
lution calling for an election 
to vote on a proposal to amend 
the State Constitution so as to 
permit the furnishing of free 
text books to sectarian schools.

for 282 years in the chapel of 
the Charity Hospital of Lyons, 
Cardinal de Richelieu, elder 
brother of the Cardinal Richel- 
ieu who was so prominent a 
figure in the history of France 
of his time, has been trans- 
ferred to St. John’s Cathedral, 
in the silk capital of Europe. 
Very few people recall that 
there were two Cardinals de 
Richelieu; but the Lyons mem- 
ber of the family left politics 
alone; he left statecraft to his 
younger brother, who founded 
the Sorbonne, the French Acad- 
emy, and was righthand man of Louis 
XIII. The Lyons Cardinal kept to his 
ecclesiastical duties, and eventually 
became Archbishop of that town from 
1626 to 1653. When he died he was 
buried, at his own request, in the sim- 
ple chapel of a Lyons convent. But 
this convent, with its chapel, must be 
torn down. and so it has been neces- 
sary to transfer the Cardinal’s body.

The Canadian parliament has before 
it for consideration a bill to prevent 
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any persons hereafter divorced in Can- 
ada from marrying again anyone other 
than a former wife or husband. 


Liability under the criminal code for 
bigamy, which stipulates punishment 
by imprisonment up to a term of seven 
years on conviction for a first offense, 
is the penalty proposed for violation of 
the remarriage provisions. The pen- 
alty would apply to remarriage either 
in Canada or the United States or in 
any other country. 


The Most Rev. Dr. Browne, Bishop 
of the Diocese of Cloyne for the past 
forty-one years, died recently at his 
residence in Cobh. He was in_ his 
ninety-first year, and was the oldest 
Bishop in Ireland. 


Beatification proceedings are again 
being promoted in Rome for John 
Duns Scotus, the famous Franciscan 
scholar, more than 500 prelates having 
recommended that the honors of the 
altar be accorded to him. 


Duns Scotus was the founder of the 
famous Scotist School. The date of 
his birth is unknown, but it is held that 
when he died on November 8, 1308, he 
was under 40. England, Ireland and 
Scotland lay claim to his birthplace. 


For some years he was a professor 
at Oxford, and belonged to the English 
Franciscan province, which included 
the Scottish houses of the Order. 


The first step has been taken toward 
the beatification of Pauline Jaricot, 
foundress of the Society for the Propa- 
gation of the Faith. Miss Jaricot, 
whose death occurred in 1862, was the 
daughter of a wealthy silk merchant of 
Lyons, France. Early in life she 
renounced the world to devote herself 
entirely to the movement which she 
founded in Paris. 


A Rosary of large size and unique 
design, which was found by a workman 
in a sandpit in Mullingar, Ireland, is 
believed to have been associated with 
the Augustinian Friary which was 
founded in Mullingar in 1227 by Ralph 
Petit, Bishop of Meath. In November, 
1539, the last Prior, John Petit, and his 
Community were expelled from the 
Priory by the Commissaries of Henry 
VIII. About 25 years ago, when excava- 
tions were being made in the same 
locality, large quantities of human re- 
mains were unearthed. There is a tradi- 


tion that the street runs through what 
was once a burial ground. 


The lengths to which anti-Catholic 
zealots in Germany go to vent their 
spleen in the name of Nazism on all 
things pertaining in any way to Cath- 
olicism, is shown by a press despatch 
which reports that Konnersreuth, the 
little Bavarian village known the world 
over because of the residence there of 
Therese Neumann, the stigmatized 
peasant girl, is not exempt from 
political disturbances. Recently, it is 
learned from an unquestionable source, 
Therese Neumann’s house and the 
parish house of Father Joseph Naber 
were searched by police in the middle 
of the night.

According to a news item in the 
London “Universe” the Catholic popu- 
lation of Volhynia, near the Soviet 
frontier has increased in the last four- 
teen years from 180,000 to 345,000. The 
increase is due partly to the natural 
growth of the population and partly to 
the reconciliation of numerous Catho- 
lics who abandoned their Faith under 
Russian oppression, 


The Catholic population are demand- 
ing the return of the churches handed 
over by the Russian authorities to the 
schismatics. More than 50 Catholic 
churches were seized, and as many 
Greek Catholic churches. 
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What is claimed to be a relic of the 
true cross, on which Christ was cruci- 
fied, has been found in the archives of 
old San Juan Mission in California. 

Father Francis Caffrey, the pastor, 
said the relic was authenticated by a 
letter found with it. The missive was 
signed by Bishop Johannes Maria 
Odin, Conference of Missions, Rome, 
and was written to Bishop Thaddeaus, 
C.M., of Monterey in 1852. 

The cross is composed of two tiny 
slivers of wood forming a miniature 
cross about one-quarter inch in size 
and contained in a larger silken cross 
encased in silver and with a glass 
aperature through which the relic can 
be viewed. 


The remarkable story of a man who 
saved $10,000, which he bequeathed to 
Catholic causes, out of a weekly wage 
which hardly ever. exceeded $10 is 
revealed by the death of John Mc- 
Guire, a laborer, of Falkirk, Scotland. 

Mr. McGuire, aged 64 at his death, 
was a railroad laborer. He lived alone 
in a single room and had no relatives. 
He never had a holiday. 

One of his friends says Mr. McGuire 
came from Ireland and _ that, apart 
from a short spell just after the war, 
his wages were never more than $10. 

Mr. McGuire left $500 to a local hos- 
pital, $1,000 to his parish church, $500 
each to a Carmelite convent in Scot- 
land, to the St. Vincent de Paul So- 
ciety, to a convent in Ireland, to the 
diocesan sick priests’ fund, and certain 
sums for Masses, with the residue to 
his parish church. 





Mr. T. S. Gregory, M.A. (Oxon.), 
M.C,, till lately a minister of the Meth- 
odist Church, which he served for 
14 years, was received into the Catholic 
Church in London on March 21st. 

On the day of his reception a book 
from his pen appeared, “The Unfin- 
ished Universe.” Mr. Gregory began 
it as a Wesleyan, and the train of 
thought he was following out led him, 
by the time he had’ finished it, to the 
Catholic Church. 





Among the notables in England who 
became converts to the Catholic Faith 
in recent weeks were W. T. Eliott, of 
Brighton, for years a prominent Mason 
and a leader in Anglican Church affairs 
and C. Derék Harbord, a barrister-at- 
law, who became a clergyman in 1925 
and served for some time as vicar of 
and served as vicar of the Anglican 
Church at West Bromwich.

The chronicler of Graymoor events has not been 
called upon to record for many years a more momen- 
tous happening than that which must now be related— 
the passing of the Reverend Mother Foundress, Lurana 
Mary Francis, S.A. 

On the first Friday of November, 1933, the Mother 
General underwent a major operation in the Cold 
Spring Hospital, from which she never fully recovered. 
During the past six months she grew steadily worse 
until the end came on Monday in Holy Week, April 
15th, at 6:15 a.m. Extreme Unction was administered 
by the Very Rey. Father General, S.A. at 6 o’clock, 
followed very shortly afterward by the commendatory 
prayers for the dying and just as the last one was 
uttered the end came. The Friar Priests were imme- 
diately notified and all the Masses just about to begin 
were offered for the repose of her soul. 

The Solemn Requiem Mass was most beautifully 
and impressively sung by the joint choirs of the Sisters 
and Friars in St. John’s Church, Graymoor, on Wednes- 
day morning at ten-thirty. 
Church to which the Reverend Mother came in the 
dead of winter thirty-six years ago, but it is now quite 
different from the St. John’s of that time for with the 
passing of the years and the enlargement of the Com- 
munity have come many changes in its size and its 
liturgical appointments. The church could not hold 
the crowd which sought admittance and many had to 
wait outside till the funeral procession issued from the 
church and passed through the convent grounds to the 
place of interment. The casket was borne very lovingly 
by the Lay Brothers followed by the Mother General’s 
only sister, Miss Annie Elsie White, the Sisters of the 
Atonement, the Friars of the Atonement, the visiting 
clergy, the Father General, Right Reverend Monsignor 
Lavelle, Vicar General of the Archdiocese of New

placed in a tomb within the Shrine of Our Lady of 
the Atonement, that stands immediately in front of the 
convent, surmounted by the four Atonement angels, 
whom the Mother herself had designed.

On Monday, April 22nd, Sister Mary Bridget, S.A., 
sailed on the S. S. Georgia for the new Convent of the 
Sisters of the Atonement in County Leitrim, Ireland, 
the last house of the order established by the Mother 
General before her death. She will be the fourth 
Professed Sister from the Mother House to join the 
new community, but though she came to Graymoor by 
way of Canada, she is after all returning to her native 
country and that very part of Ireland where she was 
born. The Sisters expect to occupy the new house 
next month. Five Postulants are already waiting to 
join them. We believe the convent will soon be taxed 
to its capacity and many branch houses in due time 
will be established from this Irish center. 


On Easter Saturday afternoon the Friars and Sisters 
with the Students of St. John’s College and the lady 
guests of the Hostel were entertained in St. Mary’s 
Auditorium by Miss Rosalie Marie Levy, who gave a 
lecture with slides on a recent trip through “The Holy 
Land.” On Easter Sunday night Miss Levy gave the 
same lecture to the Brothers Christopher at St. Chris- 
topher’s Inn. The lecture was most interesting and 
entertaining. The picture which interested us espe- 
cially was one showing the ruins of a Church, built in 
the fourth century in what is now a wilderness, where 
Our Divine Lord fed the multitude with the five barley 
loaves and two small fishes.

The Passing of a Chosen Servant of God 


Beloved Sons and Daughters of the Atonement: 

Since my last letter to you, Lurana Mary Francis, 
Mother General and Foundress of the Sisters of the 
Atonement has “entered into that rest which remaineth 
for the people of God.” (Hebr. 4-9). Predestined to 
bear the name and have the vocation of the Atone- 
ment, she was born into the world on Tuesday in Holy 
Week, April 12, 1870, and she was called home on 
Monday in Holy Week, April 15, 1935, being aged 
sixty-five years and three days. 

When I say that she was predestined to bear the 
name of the Atonement, I speak advisedly. In holy 
baptism she was given the name of Lurana Mary; and 
in the commencement of her life as a religious she still 
bore the name as Sister Lurana Mary. But when the 
time came for her profession at Graymoor in 1900, she 
wished to receive the name of Francis because of her 
great devotion and love for our Seraphic Father, Saint 
Francis of Assisi. As the future Father General of the 
Society of the Atonement, whose profession took place 
on the Mount of the Atonement on July 27th in the 
same year, 1900, had received from the Anglican 
Bishop the name of Paul James, it did not seem fitting 
that the Mother General should receive three names, 
Lurana Mary Francis. Consequently it appeared neces- 
sary that either Mary or Lurana should be dropped to 
make place for Francis. To discard the name of the 
Mother of God was unthinkable, the rejection of Lurana 
seemed inevitable, much as we regretted it. However, 
man proposes, but God disposes. An extraordinary 
intervention took place. Sister Margaret Hastings, one 
of the novices, came by permission to the Father 
Founder and told him that some time previously, to be 
exact, on the octave of the Feast of the Ascension, 
May 24th, as she went forward to receive Holy Com- 
munion in the Convent Chapel, she beheld four beauti- 
ful angels standing in the sanctuary, and, returning to 
her seat in the choir which was very near the altar rail 


she heard pronounced distinctly three times the name 
Lurana. 

Dismissing the novice I sent at once for the Mother 
Superior and I said to her: “If the Lord sent four 
angels into the sanctuary of the chapel to pronounce 
your name, Lurana, three times, it is certain He does 
not wish you to part with it. Whatever else happens, 
therefore, that name must be retained.’ The problem 
was happily solved by the Joint Founders of the 
Society of the Atonement both assuming by permission 
of the Bishop the name Francis. I further said to the 
Mother: “Lurana must have a meaning; for God never 
gives a name without its having some significance.’ I 
tried by my own wit and wisdom to discover what the 
significance was; but it was only after months of vain 
searching that the knowledge came to me in a dream. 
Perhaps it was an angel that said to me in my sleep: 
“It is from luo (Avo) to loose.’ Assisted by a New 
Testament Greek lexicon, on the Feast of the Behead- 
ing of St. John Baptist, August 9, 1901, I completed the 
discovery; and then we understood why the angels had 
appeared, to save the name from rejection, for Lurana 
means, ATONEMENT—Lu the first syllable means to 
loose, pardon or redeem—the second Ran means to 
sprinkle and is used both by St. Peter and St. Paul of 
the Atoning blood. So that Lurana in New Testament 
Greek means, “Redeemed by (the blood of) sprink- 
ling’ i.e. Atonement. After the Mother’s profession 
had taken place on St. Francis’ Day, October 4th, 1900, 
while we were lunching together, one of the clergy 
present said to me: “This is Yom Kippur, the Day of 
the Atonement.’ So without knowing it the Mother 
Foundress was professed on the ancient day of the 
Atonement, and it was nearly a year later that she 
learned the significance of the name which she was the 
first to bear as a religious. 

Having the name of the Atonement she was called 
by God to be an atoning victim in union with the 
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Crucified. At the commence- 
ment of her religious life she 
saw herself as a slain lamb and 
this vision of the night was par- 
ticularly fulfilled in her last 
long illness extending over 
many months, during which 
time to an. extraordinary and 
striking degree she was con- 
formed to the image of the Lamb 
of God slain upon the cross. 
Unable to take food or drink 
without experiencing great 
nausea, she passed through a 
long period of fasting almost as 
absolute as that of Our Lord in 
the wilderness. She once spoke of her body as “a pain 
factory” and truly such it was. For a time one particular 
part of the body would be subjected to excruciating 
pain; and when it became almost unendurable, it sud- 
denly shifted to some other portion of the body, until 
almost every organ or member was involved in the suf- 
ferings of the Crucified. But the sufferings of Mother 
Lurana were not entirely physical, during the thirty-six 
years of her life as a Religious at Graymoor she was 
called upon to pass through many periods of great 
mental strain, not the least acute of which served as an 
introduction to her last illness. Her fortitude and 
patience were a marvel to those of her community most 
intimately associated with her. One of her daughters 
in religion was commanded to put in writing an expe- 
rience she received during the past summer, and here 
is part of it. 


“Awakened about one a. m., Friday morning, August 
10, 1934, I felt the presence of Our Lord very close to 
me, just as if He had drawn up a chair beside my bed 
and was sitting there talking very naturally, yet so lov- 
ingly and tenderly of the Atonement—the offering of 
one’s life in atonement for sin. It was more than simply 
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showing and explaining, for I 
seemed to live through what 
Our Lord was saying and what 
He felt when He suffered in 
atonement for sin. He continued 
about His Sacred Passion, and 
how happy we children of the 
Atonement should be to share 
in the way God deemed best, 
the suffering of the cross in 
atonement for the sins of the 
world. ... Then He showed 
me how our Rev. Mother bears 
her life of suffering and He 
said: ‘Alone she bears her 
cross—so I will it. Her life is 
most pleasing to Me, though it may appear a seeming 
failure even to herself—but that is the planting of the 
seed of the Atonement, after death all will be righted’ ” 


We ask the Rosarians to treasure most lovingly the 
memory of that valiant woman, greatly beloved of God, 
who was divinely chosen to be a Mother of a Religious 
Family, destined to grow and increase until its numbers 
rival the stars for multitude. Pray for the soul of 
Lurana Mary Francis and may you experience the 
gracious power of her intercession. 


All her children at Graymoor are confident that she 
has already attained to the Beatific Vision and knowing 
well her solicitude and thought for her loved ones 
while on the earth we do not doubt that she will mani- 
fest the same prayerful solicitude for us in heaven.

We are happy to announce to our readers that the 
returns up to this time from Self-Denial Week for the 
Union-That-Nothing-Be-Lost are greater than they 
were in 1934.

NOTES FROM OUR MISSIONS IN THE 
CANADIAN DOMINIONS 
(As culled from Our Lady of the Atonement Annals) 


When new missionaries arrive in the field, we al- 
ways rejoice, but when they come equipped with the 
language of our people, our rejoicing is even greater, 
for the language is very important for successful work 
among these people to whom the English language 
seems so difficult. If you are fortunate enough to 
know but a few words of their language they will take 
you to their hearts at once, so that is why it was a 
Red Letter Day for Smoky Lake when Sister Irene 
and Sister Mary Bernard with their knowledge of the 
language and customs of the people arrived recently to 
labor at Smoky Lake, and in Edmonton, for the salva- 
tion of souls. 


In Edmonton, as in Smoky Lake, the Sisters are 
kept very busy, teaching Catechism, visiting the poor 
and fallen-away Catholics, and, also the non-Catholic 
hospitals twice a week. Many times we find Cath- 
lics who have been away from the Sacraments for 
years and who would die as they had lived, but after 
a talk with the Sisters, will consent to see a Priest and 
make their peace with God. 


Every Thursday, the Sisters go to Beverly, a little 
town two miles outside the city limits, to teach Cate- 
chism. Here the children are coming very faithfully, 
and more numerously than a few years ago. They are 
greatly interested in the Lives of the Saints. One day 
Sister showed them a picture of Saint Joseph, and told 
them to pray to him for the grace of a happy death. 
The next week Sis-

WITH FATHER MATTHIAS IN HEREFORD 


We have a letter from our Father Matthias, pastor 
of St. Anthony’s Church, Hereford, Texas, written on 
the feast of Our Lady’s Annunciation, March 25th. He 
begins by saying: 

“T am glad to inform you that in one section, that is, 
northwest of Hereford, a few of our people reported 
six inches of rain had fallen on Saturday, filling a num- 
ber of the lakes out there. The happiness caused 
thereby has spread the hope that others will be like- 
wise favored. God grant it! 

“The March dust storms have certainly been bad 
this year, three and four a week. Where the wheat 
did not blow out it was ‘snowed’ under by the clouds 
of dust and so destroyed. Only a few of our farmers 
still have hopes of any harvest. 

“After the sung Mass this morning I decided to make 
an appeal to our benefactors, asking their assistance 
in raising some funds for a car. Last Wednesday 
there developed some rear-end trouble in the Plymouth. 
When I went to the dealer he renewed the idea of turn- 
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ing it in for a new one, which I im- 
mediately turned down as impracti- 
cable. However, on second thought, 
looking back on the repairs made 
recently, and others due in the near 
future, like the one in the differen- 
tial, I started to figure things out 
and saw only too clearly the reason- 
ableness of the idea. Especially 
when I considered further that the 
turn-in value would drop about $75 
before the year is spent. 

“The car is still in the shop 
awaiting my decision as to what 
course I would take. I am sure you 
will agree with me that a turn in for 
a new car is the only thing to do 
under the circumstances. I will, 
therefore, thank you to include a 
petition in Graymoor’s Novena for 
the success of our appeal. Your 
O K by wire would be appreciated.” 

Upon receipt of the letter we wired at once to buy 
the car. But we are not going simply to put a petition 
in the Graymoor Novena; we are going to supplement 
Father Matthias’s own personal appeal by one to our 
Lamp Readers, who in the past have been so generous 
towards St. Anthony’s Mission at Hereford. 


To make our Readers realize more vividly how 
dreadfully afflicted the congregation has been by the 
dust storms and the long drought preceding them over 
a period of some three years we are giving a photo- 
graph of one taken by Fr. Matthias on September 2nd 
last. On the back of the photograph he wrote: “This 
was a sight to behold, as those clouds of dust rolled 
towards us at 6 P. M. The setting sun’s rays shone 
over the top and through the clouds. A cold north- 
wind blew the dust along at about 60 miles an hour, 
and at the same time the temperature dropped from 
50 to 35 degrees.”

The author describes the purpose he 
has in writing this book as follows: 
“Unfortunately the majority even of 
Christians have but a superficial knowl- 
edge of the religion of Jesus Christ, 
that is the Catholic religion. In order 
to give all an easy opportunity to 
acquire a thorough knowledge of their 
religion, its truth, beauty and ability 
to make men truly happy, we present 
this book of simple instructions.” 


Father Pilcher does indeed, as he 
here says in his preface, “Give all an 
easy opportunity to acquire a thorough 
knowledge of their religion” by reading 
his book: but we wonder whether any 
considerable number of those for whom 
the book is written are going to read it. 
The book being intended for the

uninstructed will not make much ap- 
peal to those Catholics who already 
know their religion and practice its 
precepts. The instructions are indeed 
simple, as the author intended to make 
them. The method adopted in each 
chapter throughout the book is to state 
one or two religious truths: to com- 
ment on them briefly: to state the gist 
of the truths in catechetical form of 
question and answer printed in heavier 
type: to give some devotional material 
which will express the acceptance of 
the truths by the reader, if he uses it 
and to conclude most chapters with a 
narrative or anecdote perhaps of the 
death scene of some saint, or infidel 
(e.g., Nietzsche, Voltaire, Rousseau, 
etc.) or the glorious entry into eternal 
life of martyrs. 


An immense amount of labor must 
have been expended in the production 
of this book: and we hope that it may 
not be labor lost. 


TO WHOM SHALL WE GO? By 
Rev. Frederick MacDonnell, S.J. 
Published by Benziger Bros., New 
York City. Price $1.25. 


This book is worthy of a more 
extended notice than we can give it 
here. At the outset we wish to say 
that it is our belief that no serious- 
minded person who reads it carefully, 
but will wish to add a copy of it to his 
library for re-reading and for lending. 
It fills a want by giving Catholics a 
reason for the Faith that is in them ; 
and by showing Protestants that Cath- 
olic Doctrine is both reasonable and 
scriptural. Most to be commended is 
the spirit in which the author, Father 
Macdonnell, a Jesuit, presents his sub- 
jects. Without minimizing the exclu- 
sive claims of the Catholic Church to 











be the only authorized teacher for alf 
who bear the name of Christian, and 
without understating any dogma of 
the Faith, even those which are most 
unpalatable to outsiders, he manages to 
present matters with such clarity and 
charity that his expositions cannot 
either be misunderstood or give offence. 


As an appendix to the book is 
printed an English translation of the 
present Pope’s encyclical letter “Lux 
Veritatis” issued on the fifteen hun- 
dredth anniversary of the General 
Council of Ephesus, held in the year 
431. This letter among other matters,. 
treats of the Nestorian Heresy, Rome’s 
place in the Council, the Acceptance 
of the Papal Authority, Catholic Piety 
Toward Mary, Those Who Wander 
From the Faith, and ends with an 
earnest plea for Christian Unity. 


GIRL OF THE RIVERLAND. By 
Stephen Morris Johnston. Published 
by Benziger Bros., New York City.
